ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Benjamin Lawton,  proviticial 
game commissioner, and in the 
service of the provincial government 
since its formation in 1905, died at 
his residence at 7 o’clock Friday 
evening, as a result of a stroke 
suffered at his home Tueeday night. 
Mr. Lawton was born in Ontario in 
1867.
